Six or seven persons are reported 
killed and several injured. 
Those know n to b e dead a re : E ngineer 
H otchkiss of Par» <ms, Kas., of the flyer, 
and tw o express m essengers, nam es un­ 
know n. 
T he injured include tw o mnil clerks and 
several passengers, am ong them Sam uel 
Sonheim er of M uskogee. T he nam es are 
not ob tainab le now. 
The m ail clerks were 
dangerously injured, b ut it is b elieved 
none of the passengers will die. 
T he passenger train was thirty m inutes 
late aiHi m et the freight train on a hill 
tw o p ile s north of here.

Dr, Baker said that In his opinion it 
would be dangerous to public safety to 
have Thaw go at large. 
Dr. Baker was the first witness to take 
the stand to-day. 
He was called by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Jerome, not as an ex pert, 
but to give the court a atatement of 
Thaw's conduct during the three months 
he was in the M atteawan institution be­ 
ginning February 1, 19(B. 
Dr. Baker related conversations with 
Thaw on which the latter told of epi­ 
lepsy and nervous ailments suffered by a 
sister and uncle. 
The witness said Thaw de« « :ribed his 
movements before the shooting—his re­ 
turn from Europe and his marriage to 
Miss N esbit He gave his tige as 37 years. ; 
though he was 34 when he entered the ! 
hospital. 
Thaw told the witness that at i 
his trial some of the doctors had greatly 
i 
ex aggerated their estimates of his condi- I 
tion; that they had in mind a nephew of 
his whom they had ex amined, who trav­ 
eled under the same name and was often 
taken for him. 
He said that his lawyers 
and doctors did very clever work in his 
detense. 
Dr. Baker said that Thaw said 
to him : 
“If I was ever insane In my life the 
attack began one minute before I shot 
W hite and ended half a minute after­ 
ward.” 
The doctor repeated a description that 
Thaw gave him of the house alleged to 
have been maintained by Stanford W hite 
and others. 
He said that these men plot­ 
ted to put him in an asylum to prevent 
him from ex posing their alleged misdeeds. 
“H e told me that he appealed to Miss 
Helen Gould and was referred by her to 
Anthony 
Comstock,’* 
said 
Dr. 
Baker, 
“Thaw said that detectives emfloycd by 
him to watch White and the latter’s house 
informed him that he was in danger." 
W hen the witness asked him to give 
the substance of the detective’s reports he 
refused to answer, “by advice of counsel." 
He said that his physicians and lawyers 
had advised him not to discuss what had 
occurred on the Madison Square roof 
the night he shot W hite, He volunteered, 
however, this much :

moment to that of a man standing on the 
brink of a precipice; seized with an ir­ 
resistible impulse to jump."

I^wren ce, also said that the matter would 
be brought in to the courts within a few 
d a ^ an d the question settled on ce for all 
whether these particular pictures were 
spurious, an d if so, who was to blamo 
for their sale. Mr. Evan s mad e thii state­ 
men t to-d ay :

"Amon g the first fifty pain tin gs by 
American artists which formed a part 
of my gift to the Nation al Gallery of Art 
an d which, pen d in g Con gression al action 
for the establishmen t of a suitable build ­ 
in g, arc n ow on exhibition in the Cor­ 
coran gallery st Washin gton , were two 
pictures, on e called ‘Old Mill Near St. 
Cloud ,' the other 'Near Newport,' both 
bearin g the n ame of the late Homer D. 
Martin , an d a third picture called 'I-ate 
Aftern oon at Med field ,’ bearin g the n ame 
of the I^te George In n es. 
"They had been in my possession for 
several years an d were repeated ly exhibit­ 
ed m public.

us rememb er alv* that “a b ruised reed will 
He not b reak, and the .smoking flax will 
He not qtiench.”

Again the friends of the Constitution 
have urged it as a b arrier to the accom­ 
plishment of what the necessities of the 
country demand. The judiciary committee 
of the House in Congres>s has decided that 
the b ill for Appalachian forest reserves is 
unconstitutional. 
Atid 
when 
Governor 
Gl« in of North Caroliiia and ether repre­ 
sentatives of the states and of industry at 
the 
national 
conference demanded 
the 
passage of the b ill as something essential 
to the welfare of the South, and conse­ 
quently of the entire 
country. Speaker 
Cannon and the minority leader, John 
Sharp Williams, reluctantly admitted that 
they might b e forced to do an unconsti- 
ttitional thing—pass the hill. 
The emphasis, in other words, is laid 
on the formal inab ility to do what has to 
b e done, instead of upon the possib le ways 
o f doing that thing. 
By and b y it may dawn on the devotees 
of tradition that the real friends of the 
Constitution arc those who b elieve in mak­ 
ing that primal instrument conform to na 
tional needs and not in sub ordinating those 
necessities to the words of an Eighteenth 
century document. 
Ab out the only occa.sion when the Con­ 
stitution is b rought to pub lic notice is 
when it is urged as a refuge for criminals 
or an impediment to constructive laws 
It is, of course, noU» dy’s fault if the 
Cdn» itittition 
really in the way It would 
he strange indeed 
if 
an organic law- 
drafted in 17i<9 ihoiild meet every phase 
of sub sequent national development. 
But 
it w an enormouH fault to assume that l» e- 
cause the Constitutio» i« in the way of 
any imperative progress that fart settles the 
controversy and conditions must remain 
static. 
Condition^ ui a virile society will 
not remain immovab le in spite of all the 
stand patter« and archaic lawgivers in the 
country, and in spite of a Constitution 
which these standpatters would make as 
inflexib le and morihund as are their own 
ideal s 
It is time to really preserve the Consti- 
tion for what its great promulgators in­ 
tended it—an instrument under which the 
great Repub lic could live, not die. 


T he doctrine of States Rights seems 
to b e a curious specter to b e paraded b y 
the governors who have set up a revolt 
against the President’s policy of conserva­ 
tion. 
It is regrettab le that such a trivial 
point of difference as merely geographical 
authority should inspire resentment in the 
heart of Joseph W , Folk against a Presi­ 
dent who was supported b y the self-same 
followers who made Mr. Folk Governor 
of Missouri. 
W hy should any Governor 
in attendance upon the conservation con­ 
gress at W ashington ob ject to the eflforts 
of President Roosevelt to accomplish 
a 
work which the states as units in the 
government have shown themselves unab le 
to perform ? 
Does not the axiom that 
the whole is greater than any of its part* 
apply to the American nation? 


GOOD WORK BV J OHN ItOROUS. 
Persons who are interested in a square 
deal have reason to b « indeb ted to Mr. 
John 
Norris, b usiness manager of the 
New York Times, for his elab orate and 
convincing statement of conditions regard­ 
ing wood pulp and p rint paper. W ith un­ 
tiring industry, as a representative of the 
American Newspaper Pub lishers’ associa- 
tk>n, he collected a vast mass of facts for 
the Congressional committee that investi­ 
gated the question. 
He presented these 
fairly and cogently. No unprejudiced ob ­ 
server can doub t that he proved his case 
of the injustice made possib le and fos­ 
tered b y the tariff. 
Of course, the case of wood pulp is 
only one of many instances of protection­ 
ist extortion that ought to b e corrected. 
There is no more reason for removing 
this specific duty than for granting relief 
all along the line. The tariff as a whole 
ought to b e revised so that the govern­ 
ment may no longer continue in the b usi­ 
ness of dealing out special favors to va­ 
rious indu.stries with a pull. 
But as it is useful to have specific in­ 
stances of injustice made clear, Mr. N or­ 
ris and the Pub lishers* association have 
done a service to the whole cause of a 
fair field and no favors.

ceeding the mildest degree of excitement 
will attend the controversy in which the 
esteemed 
Lawrence 
Journal and Howard 
Couratit have plunged themselves in respect 
to the merits of Lincoln pie. 
In the first place, no opinion whatever 
that may he entertained in connection with 
a thing like Lincoln pie can be, in the very 
Tuture of the case, anything but purely arbi­ 
trary. Th« Journal, for example, pronounces 
this variety of pastry—if, indeed. It can he 
classed as pastry—as "soggy and indigest­ 
ible, an unwholesome compound of water, 
flour, starch, molasses, vinegar 
and cur­ 
rants” —not, certainly, an inviting associa­ 
tion of ingredients. 
On the other hand, the, 
Courant, with an exaggerated poetic insight, 
has found in Lincoln pic, “ sunshine, the 
song of birds, life that now is, and that 
which is to come,” etc.—and there you are. 
This polarity of judgment between two pre­ 
tended authorities probably forecasts exactly 
the state of opinion that would result from a 
state wide discussion of the subject, involv­ 
ing ail of the newspapers in Kansas.

Chicaoo, May 15.—Felix Grun d y Stid - 
ger, exposer of the "Gold en Circle,” who 
fell d ead here last Mon d ay at his home, 
will be buried to-d ay. 
Scarcely kn own 
by his n eighbor» an d hav in g on ly a small 
acquain tan ce with the Civ il war v eteran s 
of Chicago, hi» d eath attracted little at­ 
ten tion . If he had passed away forty-fiv e 
years ago Gen eral Gran t might hav e taken 
two more summer» to reach Richmon d . 
Stid ger was a secret serv ice man d urin g 
the last two years of the war. He worked 
his way in to the ord ar of Southern er* in 
the Northern states Jiiiown as the "Kn ights 
of the Gold en Circle," an d becatn e on e of 
its chief officers. 


The Kn ights of the Gold en ^ Circle or­ 
gan ized a » ecret ord er in 1855 as a suc- 
cesv or to the Southern Rights club formed 
in 18.34. At its in ception the ord er aimed 
at the formation of a great » lav e state 
aroun d the Gulf of Mexico. 
To further 
this purpose filibusterin g exped ition s were 
sen t to Cuba, other \W st In d ian islan d s 
an d ('en tral America in the hope of d is- 
affcctin g the people again st their gov ern ­ 
men ts an d thus brin gin g their ambition 
n earer possibility. 
Kach castle (lod ge) of the ord er w-as 
d iv id ed in to an outer an d an in n er temple, 
an d on ly tho.^e who were kn own to be 
"thoroughly soun d on the n igger" were 


ev er ad mitted . The outer circle posed as 
merely a political lod ge whose object wa.s 
giv en as th« furtherin g of the aims of the 
Democratic party. The hid d en In n er circle, 
howev er, was the military ord er, where 
d reams of empire an d abortiv e rev olts 
were hatched . 
The ord er spread so rapid ly In the tiftie 
of the Civ il war that castles were estab­ 
lished n orth of the Ohio ri^cr in free 
territory. 
Sin ce 1860 alread y there had 
been lod ges in Ohio an d In d ian a, an d in 
1862 a Un ited States gran d jury estimated 
that there were 40,0(X) members in the lat­ 
ter state alon e. 
In May, 1863, an armed 
d emon stration was attempted in In d ian ­ 
apolis which en d ed in a miserable fiasco 
at what has been calld the "Rattle of 
Poque’s Run .” 
• 
Owin g to the publicity giv en the treas­ 
on able purposes of the organ ization by 
Cjov ern or Oliv er P. Morton , the gov ern ­ 
men t took a han d in breakin g up the castles. 
In the reorgan ization the ord er was term­ 
ed the “Ord er of Amerfcan Kn ights” an d 
«tin later was called the “Son s of I.ib- 
erty.” Of this last n amed ord er Clemen t 
Vallan d in gham of Ohio was the supreme 
comman d er. 
Vallan d in gham’s suo.sequen t 
exile is a familiar episod e in the history 
of the times. 
The con ten tion of the ord er was that 
the con stitution was merely a compact 
of the states which res# v ed the right 
to leav e the un ion an d were free from 
coercion on part of the fed eral gov ern ­ 
men t. 
Durin g the Civ il war the Kn ight» j 
gav e the South arms an d mimition s of i 
war an d d id what they might to perpetu-1 
ate slav ery an d establish the in d epen d en ce, 
of the states.

The Who leso me Asparafti» -<-Atp« rafYia« 
which the French call **the little gentle­ 
men in green," is ano ther who leso me veg^ 
etable, stilling the actio n o f the heart and 
acting as a preventive o f calcu li. Acco rd­ 
ing to Greek mytho lo |y asparagu s gre# 
in the Elysiati fields. 
It was a favo rite 
vegetable with the ancient Ro mans and 
was intro du ced by them in Britain, where 
it has since flo u rished. An asparagu s bed 
well started is a jo y fo r years and every 
ho u seho lder with a wee bit o f garden 
can pu t no thing in that will reward him 
mo re ririily. 
In the markets asparagu s 
alwaj-s co mmands a go o d price, tho u gh 
at its cheapest in mid May. Fro m that 
time u ntil <the advent o f green peas, it 
sho u ld appear as o ften as po ssible o n 
the ho me table. In bu ying asparagu s the 
ho u sewife will do well to lo o k at the bo t­ 
to m o f the bu nch and see that the stems 
are no t water so aked, sho wing that they 
have been standing in water fo r several 
days. This trick o f the gro cers no t o nly 
lessens its valu e as fo o d, bu t defrau ds the 
pu rchaser by increasing its weight. Ix)o k 
also at the to ps and see that they are fresh 
and free fro m insets. 


Cabbage—Altho tigh the fo o d valu e o f 
the cabbage is belo w that o f the po tato , 
squ ash, o nio n, cau liflo wer, green pea, co rn 
and beet, it is no ne tlic less a u sefu l ad­ 
ju nct to the dietary o n acco u nt # f the 
salts which it co ntams and fro m its ap- 
petiring « o mbinatio n with certain fo o ds. 
It co ntains rflatively a great amo u nt o f 
su lphu r and sho u ld he co o ked rapidly in 
plenty o f bo iling water and in tho ro u gh 
venti!ati<m, so that the stro ng smeUmg 
gases Ulcerated by the high temperatu re 
may f*rape in steam. 
In grandmo ther’s 
days the cabbage seems to hare been u sed 
fo r headache, an o ld rhyme ru nning as 
fo llo ws; 
“L« *t ercntng ynu wera drinking daapi 
So now yo u r head ache« . Go to aleep( 
Take to me boiled cabbage when you waka. 
And thrra'a an end to yo u r headache." 
If kitchen windo ws are kept o ptn at 
the to p while caW¡age is l>o iling there 
will be little if any o do r in the ho u se. 
The water in which cabbage is co o ked 
sho u ld never be thro wn do wn the kitchen 
sink, if there is any o ther way o f dispo s­ 
ing o f it. 
If necessary, ho wever, flu sh 
immediately and fo llo w with a stro ng so ­ 
lu tio n o f sal so da. Warm the pipes first 
by po u ring ho t water thro u gh them be­ 
fo re the so da go es do wn. 
Raw cabbage 
so aked in ice w ater first, head do wn, then 
shaved and dressed with lemo n ju ice and 
o il, will digest in two ho ars. Bo iled cab­ 
bage in fo u r o r less, if delicately co o ked. 


The Medicinal Onio n—Onio ns and rad­ 
ishes are preventive* o f o o lds, while 
as a co mplexio n beau tlfier, nerve to nic, 
blo o d pu rifier, dyspepsia ro u ter, germ 
killer, mirth pro du cer, pain slayer and 
pneu mo nia cu re the o nio n leads the van 
and carries the banner. 
Bo iled o nio ns, 
u sed frequ ently in a family o f children, 
will .ward o ff 
many o f the diseases to 
which the little o nes are su bject. 
Ju st 
after the battle o f Fo rt Do nelso n, General 
iirant is said to have telegraphed to 
Washingto n that he wo u ld no t permit the 
army to mo ve u ntil fo rty wago n lo ads 
o f o nio ns that had been pro mised to him 
sho u ld arrive. 
Onio ns are essential to 
the army mess to make po rk o r beef 
palatable and prevent scu rvy. 
In the 
"co mfo rt bags" that the scho o l children 
o f the 60’s u sed to make fo r the so ldiers, 
two o r three small o nio ns went in alo ng 
with the nee<lles, bu tto ns and pins and 
do u btless fo u nd acceptance. No lo ng ago 
a Sco tch teacher give this advice to her 
scho lars: “If yo u have cho lera o r scarlet 
fever in the ho u se pu t o nio ns u nder the 
bed and they will sweep away all disease.” 
Fo rty years ago , when cho lera was rag­ 
ing thro u gho u t I^o ndo n, it was no ticed 
with su rprise that the mo st u nsanitary 
districts were almo st immu ne fro m visita­ 
tio n. 
The majo rity o f the inhabitants 
being Italians were great o nio n eaters 
and strings o f these vegetables were su s­ 
pended fro m the ceiling in nearly every 
ro o m.
